Queen Elizabeth II makes rare NY visit 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Queen 
Elizabeth II yesterday made a 
rare, whirlwind trip to a swel¬ 
tering New York where she ad¬ 
dressed the UN General 
Assembly and paid homage at 
Ground Zero. 

The one-day trip was only 
the third visit to the Big Apple 
in Elizabeth II's 58-year reign. 

The 84-year-old monarch 
last came to New York in 1976 
and her UN appearance was 
the first since she spoke there 


in 1957, a mere four years after 
being crowned. 

Arriving from a nine-day 
trip to Canada, the queen and 
her husband Prince Philip 
made a rief stop in New York, 
where temperatures were ex¬ 
pected to hit 101 degrees 
Fahrenheit (38 Celsius) at the 
start of a week-long heat wave. 

The queen first addressed 
the General Assembly, then 
met privately with members of 
the Security Council, as well 


as UN diplomats. 

The queen later laid a 
wreath at the site of the former 
World Trade Center, which 
was destroyed in the Septem¬ 
ber 11, 2001, terrorist attacks. 

Afterwards she was to met 
with relatives of victims, as 
well as representatives of the 
police and fire crews who re¬ 
sponded to the attack in which 
Islamist hijackers flew two air¬ 
liners into the Twin Towers, 
killing almost 3,000 people. 


Toyota issues U.S. recall of 139,000 Lexus 
vehicles 


DETROIT, Michigan - Toyota 
Motor Corp said yesterday it 
had received reports more than 
three years ago of faulty en¬ 
gine valve springs at the center 
of a U.S. recall of nearly 
139,000 luxury Lexus vehicles 
it announced last week. 

Toyota plans to recall 
270,000 luxury Lexus and To¬ 
yota Crown vehicles across the 
United States, Japan, Canada, 
Australia, Europe and other 
countries due to the potential 
defects that could lead to en¬ 
gine failures. 

The report on the U.S. re¬ 
call to U.S. safety regulators 
yesterday is the latest blow to 
Toyota, which has recalled 
more than 10 million vehicles 


worldwide, mostly due to the 
potential for unintended accel¬ 
eration. 

Toyota said in its notice to 
the U.S. National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
that it had received a report 
from the Japan market in 
March 2007 about abnormal 
noise and engine shaking and 
examined a broken engine 
valve spring. 

The notice to regulators 
said there was a possibility the 
valve springs could degrade 
over time, leading to failure. 

The automaker said it made 
improvements to its casting 
process after the initial report, 
but received more reports of 
broken valve springs. Toyota 


increased the thickness of the 
valve springs in August 2008 
and again in September 2009. 

From October 2009 on¬ 
ward, Toyota received an in¬ 
creasing number of reports that 
valve springs produced before 
August 2008 were breaking, as 
well as of total engine failures, 
though not of crashes or in¬ 
juries, the automaker said. 

Toyota said it would re¬ 
place the engine valve springs 
with the new thicker version at 
no cost. It did not provide 
safety regulators with a recall 
schedule. 

US gov’t sues 
Arizona over 
immigration 
law 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US government filed suit yes¬ 
terday against Arizona in a bid 
to block the state’s controver¬ 
sial immigration law which 
President Barack Obama’s ad¬ 
ministration has slammed. 

A Justice Department state¬ 
ment said the state law ham¬ 
pered the authority of the 
Obama administration to en¬ 
force national immigration 
policy.Federal laws do not per¬ 
mit the development of a 
’’patchwork of state and local 
immigration policies,” it said. 

’’Setting immigration policy 
and enforcing immigration 
laws is a national responsibil¬ 
ity,” US Attorney General Eric 
Holder said in the statement.

NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - On Sunday tar balls 
washed ashore in Texas, the 
fifth and final Gulf coast state 
to be affected. 

The tar balls from the spill 
arrived on beaches in Texas, 
more than 500 miles (800 kilo¬ 
meters) away, though it was 
unclear how the crude got 
there. 

"Testing found that the oil 
was lightly weathered, raising 
doubts that the oil traversed the 


Gulf from the spill source,” the 
disaster response center said. 

"Boats carry oil collected 
during the response to Texas 
for processing, raising the pos¬ 
sibility the oil could have been 
transported on a vessel,” the 
statement said. 

Tar balls in Louisiana’s 
Lake Pontchartrain, on the out¬ 
skirts of New Orleans, are also 
being tested to determine if 
they are from the spill, raising 
contamination fears.

Watching three tropical waves 


The main tropical wave of in¬ 
terest is located in the western 
Caribbean. This wave is pro¬ 
ducing widespread, but disor¬ 
ganized clouds, showers and 
storms near the east coast of 
the Yucatan Peninsula. 

This system will continue 
to move to the northwest at 10 
-15 mph for the next couple of 
days and could become the 
next tropical depression. 

There is a medium chance 
(30%) that this system deve¬ 
lops in the next 48 hours. Even 
without further development, it 
will bring heavy rain and gusty 
winds to the Yucatan Penin¬ 
sula. 

The system will continue 


northwestward through the 
Gulf of Mexico where there is 
more possibility of develop¬ 
ment. It will stay well away 
from Southwest Florida. 

The tropical wave in the 
northern Gulf went ashore yes¬ 
terday and no longer has a 
chance to develop. 

It will bring rain to parts of 
the northern Gulf from Loui¬ 
siana to the Florida panhandle. 

There are tewo other 
weaker tropical waves: one 
near the Lesser Antilles and 
another in the middle of the At¬ 
lantic. 

There is only a slim possi¬ 
bility of development from ei¬ 
ther of these.

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Trevor Eman: more than just 
an island racer

Gradually, Trevor Eman’s 
American Drag Racing 
League learning curve is get¬ 
ting less steep. 

The 23-year-old Eman is 
in his first full year compet¬ 
ing in the ADRL’s Extreme 
Pro Stock class, and he show¬ 
ing a lot of progress. 

Eman qualified eighth at 
the ADRL Hardee’s Inde¬ 
pendence Drags IV at Heart¬ 
land Park in Topeka, Kan., 
this past weekend. He pro¬ 
ceeded to win his first-round 
match-up with Elijah Morton. 
Eman used a holeshot to beat 
Morton, clocking a 4.206- 
second pass, compared to 
Morton’s 4.191. Where Eman 
beat Morton was at the light, 
with a .034 reaction time, 
while Morton was two hun¬ 
dredths slower at .058. 

“I’m happy with what I 
was able to do (at Topeka), 
and I just need to (keep) try¬ 
ing harder,” said Eman, who 
competed in two ADRL races 
last year. “I just need to keep 
getting better at my lights and 
keep them more consistent. If 
we can keep up our perform¬ 
ance as a team, hopefully we 
can win a race.” 

At Topeka, the first round 
of Pro Extreme Motorcycle, 
Extreme Pro Stock, Pro Ni¬ 
trous, and Extreme 10.5 were 
completed before the race was 
postponed Saturday evening 
by persistent rain. The plan is 
to complete the Topeka event 
at St. Louis. The ADRL 
Hardee’s Gateway Drags are 
Aug. 6-7 at Gateway Interna¬ 
tional Raceway. 

The next ADRL event is 
July 23-24 at Houston, but 
the Topeka race couldn’t be 
finished there because the 
Houston schedule is already 
crammed. 

At the season-opening 
ADRL race March 19-20 at 


Houston Raceway Park, 
qualifying was never com¬ 
pleted. So at Houston July 
23-24, the first Houston race 
will be completed followed 
by the new Houston race. 

Eman’s solid effort at 
Topeka came on the heels of 
him qualifying a career-best 
third at the ADRL event in 
Martin, Mich., June 11-12. 
He beat Mark Martino in the 
opening round, but lost in the 
second round to Steven 
Boone. 

Actually, Martino is who 
Eman faces in the second 
round at Topeka when that 
race resumes. 

While there are numerous 
roads to professional drag 
racing, Eman has taken a dif¬ 
ferent path to the ADRL. 

“I started bracket racing 
when I was 16 years old in 
Aruba,” Eman explained. “I 
was bom and raised there and 
I bracket raced there for 
about two to three years. 
Then, I came to the United 
States to go to college, and I 
started racing here.” 

Eman is attending college 
at the University of Central 
Florida in Orlando. He is a 
senior at UCF majoring in 
mechanical engineering and 
he is scheduled to graduate in 
December of 2011. 

“I came to the United 
States because the universi¬ 
ties we have in Amba are a 
medical school, a law 
(school) university or a hos¬ 
pitality management 

(school),” Eman said. “Amba 
is pretty limited for universi¬ 
ties and if you want to be¬ 
come an engineer, you either 
have to come to the United 
States or Europe to go to 
school. I’m going to school 
full-time, trying to mix 
everything together. I hope 
the professor doesn’t put an 


exam on race weekends.” 

Although Eman is getting 
a college education, he has no 
plans of quitting racing. 

“The degree is just a back¬ 
up,” Eman said. “We would 
like to keep racing and keep 
this Amba thing going on.” 

Eman’s 2006 Ford Escort 
is a postcard for Amba. It’s 
painted orange, yellow and 
blue and has www.amba.com 
written in orange across both 
sides of the car. 

“We’re sponsored by the 
government of Amba,” Eman 
said. “We get sponsored by 
them and the goal we have is 
to try and convince people to 
go take a vacation to Amba. 
Everybody we talk to at the 
track, racers, fans whomever. 
We have free information to 
give out and Amba relies on 
tourism.” 

“We just really enjoy rac¬ 
ing,” Eman said. “We were 
doing it for a very long time 
in Aruba, and it got to the 
point where we had two Pro 
Stock cars in Amba and we 
were the only two Pro Stock 
cars in Amba. It got to the 
point where we wanted to try 
something different and 
something more challenging, 
so we decided to try racing in 
the United States. We came 
up with that idea in 2004 and 
it has kept going. We didn’t 
think we would still be doing 
it in 2010.” 

Prior to joining the ADRL, 
Eman’s team competed in 
IHRA Pro Stock races the last 
two to three years. In addition 
to the ADRL, Eman also is 
competing this year in the 
Mountain Motor Pro Stock 
Association. 

Eman knows a win on the 
racetrack will most likely 
translate into a win for Amba. 
And, a win for Amba is a way 
to keep his racing funded.

Tell-a-Friend Coming as App on 
IPhone, BlackBerry, Android 
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Tetris 



Online word-of-mouth mar¬ 
keting widget Tell-a-Friend is 
likely to be offered as an ap¬ 
plication for the iPhone, 
BlackBerry and phones run¬ 
ning the Android operating 
system, according to an exec¬ 
utive of SocialTwist, the 
company that offers the 
widgets. 

The Tell-a-Friend widget 
lets users share content from 
a Web site directly with their 
friends through a variety of 
methods including e-mail, in¬ 
stant message social net¬ 
works or their blogs. 

SocialTwist hopes mobile 
phone users will adopt the 
widget as the basic communi¬ 
cations front-end to send 
email and instant messages 
and to post content on Twit¬ 
ter, Facebook and other social 
networking sites, Vijay Pul- 
lur, founder and CEO of So¬ 
cialTwist, said on Tuesday. 

SocialTwist was recently 
spun off as a separate com¬ 
pany from Pramati Technolo¬ 
gies, an Indian software 
company in Hyderabad, 
India. 

SocialTwist expects to 
earn revenue from its mobile 
application in a variety of 
ways, including targeted ad¬ 
vertising, Pullur said. It also 
expects the application to be 
useful for marketing pro¬ 
grams from vendors. For ex¬ 
ample, it could be used for 
contests that call on users to 
share interesting photographs 
or other content from their 
mobile phones, Pullur said. 

The application is ex¬ 
pected to be available for the 
various mobile phone plat¬ 
forms by May next year, Pul¬ 
lur said. 


SocialTwist currently has 
about 70,000 Web sites using 
the widget, of which about 10 
percent are paid. The com¬ 
pany started offering Tell-a- 
Friend in 2008 as a free 
hosted service to users, who 
have to download and add 
JavaScript code to their Web 
site or blog to get started. 

The information provided 
to users under the free pro¬ 
gram includes the number of 
referrals made through the 
widget and the channel users 
used to communicate with 
their friends. The company 
has the option to run adver¬ 
tisements on the widgets 
under the free program, but 
hasn't started doing so yet, 
Pullur said. 

SocialTwist started mak¬ 
ing money on the program 
last year by offering special 
schemes to small businesses 
and big brand companies, 
that include information on 
referrals, analytics, and better 
control over the brand and 
content that appears on the 
widget. The widget can be in¬ 
tegrated by advertisers in 
their advertisements both on 


their own and third party sites 
by including the JavaScript 
code. 

SocialTwist also intro¬ 
duced the option of a rewards 
program. Vendors can for ex¬ 
ample reward customers with 
discount coupons for making 
a certain number of referrals 
through the widget. 

A launch on Wednesday in 
India will also offer local 
marketers the option of pay¬ 
ing for clicks by users receiv¬ 
ing the referral, rather than 
paying for the number of re¬ 
ferrals. In the U.S., the com¬ 
pany charges by referrals and 
the duration of the campaign, 
though about 30 percent of 
people who received the re¬ 
ferrals actually click through, 
Pullur said. The new pricing 
model is expected to break 
the resistance of Indian mar¬ 
keters to having to pay with¬ 
out seeing definite results, he 
added. 

Indian users will be 
charged Indian rupees 20,000 
(US$428) for 2,000 clicks by 
users, regardless of the dura¬ 
tion of the campaign, Pullur 
said. 


Divorce not always bad for kids 


In marriages with a lot of 
conflict, "staying together for 
the kids" might do more harm 
than good, a new study sug¬ 
gests. 

Children of parents who 
fight a lot yet stay married 
experience more conflict in 
their own adult relationships 
than children of parents who 
fight and do get a divorce. 

"The basic implication is, 
'Don’t stay together for the 
sake of the children if you're 
in a high conflict marriage,'" 
said study researcher Con¬ 
stance Gager, of Montclair 
State University in New Jer¬ 
sey. 

Some studies have shown 
children of divorced parents 
are more likely to get a di¬ 



vorce themselves, but it was 
not completely clear whether 
it was the divorce itself or the 
parents' conflict that had the 
greater impact on a child's re¬ 
lationships. 

Divorcing decisions 

Children who grew up in 
high conflict families fared 


better in their adult relation¬ 
ships if their parents got a di¬ 
vorce. 

Study results held even 
after the researchers took into 
account other factors that 
could have influenced the 
children's relationships when 
they were older, such as the 
whether the participants acted 
out as a children or had trou¬ 
ble getting along with others. 

That isn't to say divorce 
doesn't affect children in the 
short-term, the researchers say. 

"There is research to show 
in the short-term, kids go 
through a one- to two-year cri¬ 
sis period when their parents 
divorce, but that they are re¬ 
silient, and they come back 
from that divorce," Gager said.

Study: Too Many Video Games May Sap Attention Span 


Parents who believe that 
playing video games is less 
harmful to their kids’ atten¬ 
tion spans than watching TV 
may want to reconsider—and 
unplug the Xbox. Video 
games can sap a child’s atten¬ 
tion just as much as the tube, 
a new study suggests. 

Elementary school chil¬ 
dren who play video games 
more than two hours a day 
are 67% more likely than 
their peers who play less to 
have greater-than-average at¬ 
tention problems, according 
to the study, which appears in 
the journal Pediatrics. 

Playing video games and 
watching TV appear to have 
roughly the same link to at¬ 
tention problems, even 
though video games are con¬ 
sidered a less passive activity, 
the researchers say. 

“Video games aren’t less 
likely than television to be re¬ 
lated to attention problems,” 
says the lead author of the 
study, Edward Swing, a doc¬ 
toral candidate in the depart¬ 
ment of psychology at Iowa 
State University, in Ames. 
“They were at least as strong 
as television at predicting at¬ 
tention problems.’ 


However, the study 
doesn’t prove that video 
games directly cause atten¬ 
tion problems. It could be 
that kids who have short at¬ 
tention spans to begin with 
might be more likely to pick 
up a joystick than a book, for 
instance. 

The relationship between 
video games and attention is 
probably a two-way street, 
Swing says. “It wouldn’t sur¬ 
prise me if children who have 
attention problems are at¬ 
tracted to these media, and 
that these media increase the 
attention problems,” he says. 

Swing and his colleagues 
followed more than 1,300 
children in the third, fourth, 
and fifth grades for a little 
over a year. The researchers 
asked both the kids and their 
parents to estimate how many 
hours per week the kids spent 
watching TV and playing 
video games, and they as¬ 
sessed the children’s attention 
spans by surveying their 
schoolteachers. 

Previous studies have ex¬ 
amined the effect of TV or 
video games on attention 
problems, but not both. By 
looking at video-game use as 


well as TV watching, Swing 
and his colleagues were able 
to show for the first time that 
the two activities have a sim¬ 
ilar relationship to attention 
problems. 

C. Shawn Green, PhD, a 
postdoctoral associate in the 
department of psychology at 
the University of Minnesota, 
in Minneapolis, points out 
that the study doesn’t distin¬ 
guish between the type of at¬ 
tention required to excel at a 
video game and that required 
to excel in school. 

“A child who is capable of 
playing a video game for 
hours on end obviously does 
not have a global problem 
with paying attention,” says 
Green, who has researched 
video games but was not in¬ 
volved in the current study. 
“The question, then, is why 
are they able to pay attention 
to a game but not in school? 
What expectancies have the 
games set up that aren’t being 
delivered in a school set¬ 
ting?” 

Experts have suggested 
that modern TV shows are so 
exciting and fast paced that 
they make reading and 
schoolwork seem dull by 


comparison, and the same 
may be true for video games, 
the study notes. 

It’s unclear from this study 
whether that’s the case, how¬ 
ever, because Swing and his 
colleagues didn’t look at the 
specific games the kids were 
playing. 

“We weren’t able to break 
[the games] down by educa¬ 
tional versus non-educational 
or nonviolent versus violent,” 
says Swing, adding that the 
impact different types of 
games may have on attention 
is a ripe area for future re¬ 
search. 

The study also suggests 
that young kids aren’t the 
only ones whose attention 
spans may be affected by 
video games. 

In addition to surveying 
the elementary school kids, 
the researchers asked 210 
college students about their 
TV and video-game use and 
how they felt it affected their 
attention. The students who 
logged more than two hours 
of TV and video games a day 
were about twice as likely to 
have attention problems, the 
researchers found. 


These attention problems 
later in life may be the result 
of “something cumulative 
that builds up over a lifetime” 
or “something that happens 
early in life at some critical 
period and then stays with 
you,” Swing says. “Either 
way, there are implications 
that would lead us to want to 
reduce television and video 
games in childhood.” 

The American Academy 
of Pediatrics, the leading pro¬ 
fessional organization for pe¬ 
diatricians and the publisher 
of Pediatrics, recommends 
that parents limit all “screen 
time” (including video and 
computer games) to less than 
two hours per day. 

For his part, Green says 
that how much time kids 
spend playing video games 
should be a matter of com¬ 
mon sense and parental judg¬ 
ment. 

“A hard boundary, such as 
two hours, is completely ar¬ 
bitrary,” he says. “Children 
are individuals, and what 
makes sense for one won’t 
necessarily work for an¬ 
other.”

BP oil spill costs soar above 3 
billion dollars

NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - BP's costs over the 
Gulf of Mexico oil spill soared 
above three billion dollars, 
while a giant Taiwanese ship 
provided hope of revolutioniz¬ 
ing on-sea skimming opera¬ 
tions. 

"The cost of the response to 
date amounts to approximately 
3.12 billion dollars, including 
the cost of the spill response, 
containment, relief well 
drilling, grants to the Gulf 
states, claims paid, and federal 
costs," BP said. 

The latest estimate is far 
higher than the 2.65 billion 
dollars given by the energy 
firm one week ago. 

BP's share price has col¬ 


lapsed more than 50 percent 
since the Deepwater Horizon 
oil rig it leased sank on April 
22, two days after a blast that 
killed 11 workers. 

After intense pressure from 
President Barack Obama over 
the worst ever US environ¬ 
mental disaster, BP agreed last 
month to suspend its share¬ 
holder dividend and create a 
20-billion-dollar fund for costs 
arising from the spill. 

BP is also selling non-core 
assets to raise 10 billion dol¬ 
lars, while international ratings 
agencies have downgraded the 
company's credit worthiness. 

But Monday, spokesman 
Robert Wine discredited a 
Sunday Times report that the 


company was turning to rival 
oil groups and sovereign 
wealth funds from Asia and the 
oil-rich Middle East to fend off 
a possible hostile takeover bid. 

"We have no current plans 
to issue new equity," he told 
AFP. 

Nearly a week after Hurri¬ 
cane Alex swept through the 
region, bad weather continued 
to hamper the clean-up, keep¬ 
ing smaller skimming vessels 
tied up in harbors in the af¬ 
fected Gulf states of Missis¬ 
sippi, Alabama and Florida. 

Skimming and other opera¬ 
tions have resumed in calmer 
seas off the coast of Louisiana, 
however.

STRASBOURG, France 
(AFP) - An EU project to cre¬ 
ate pan-European watchdogs 
to police the financial sector 
hit a snag yesterday as negoti¬ 
ations between EU lawmakers 
and states stalled over how 
much power to give them. 

The European Parliament 
postponed a vote on the plan 
until September to give nego¬ 
tiators more time to reach a 
deal on what authority to grant 
to the agencies, which would 
oversee banks, insurers and 
markets. 

EU states want power to ul¬ 
timately rest in the hands of 
national agencies while the Eu¬ 
ropean parliament seeks to 
give the new cross-border au¬ 
thorities enough influence.

sion of the London financial 
center by Brussels would end 
up costing it taxpayers' money, 
secured in December safe¬ 
guards that would give states a 
de facto veto on decisions 
made by the new bodies. 

"No agreement is possible 
with the 27 (EU states) if we 
cannot establish European over¬ 
sight authorities," said the head 
of parliament's Liberal bloc, 
Belgium's Guy Verhofstadt. 

The creation of the supervi¬ 
sory bodies is a key plank of 
Europe's efforts to protect the 
continent from future financial 
crises. 

EU financial services com¬ 
missioner Michel Bamier piled 
the pressure on governments to 
reach a deal with parliament 
after the two sides negotiated 
for hours without success. 

"The ball is in their court," 
said Bamier, who called for an 


"intelligent and credible agree¬ 
ment." 

Barnier said he hoped 
progress would be made at a 
meeting of European finance 
ministers next Tuesday in 
Bmssels, which could mark a 
"key stage" in the negotiations. 

The European Parliament 
will vote today on a political 
declaration stating its position 
in order to pressure govern¬ 
ments into finding a compro¬ 
mise, said Social Democratic 
lawmaker Udo Bullmann. 

The parliament "always has 
a level of demands that is 
clearly higher than what the 
(European) Council proposes," 
said Liberal European MP 
Sylvie Goulard. 

"What is bothersome 
among some people is this sort 
of refusal that the supervision 
could take place at the Euro¬ 
pean level," she said. 


Euro rises against dollar 
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BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
Germany's federal deficit is 
set to be much lower than ex¬ 
pected, a draft budget sug¬ 
gested yesterday, as Berlin 
holds up its tough line on 
spending as the best way for 
Europe to exit its debt crisis. 

Helped by an unexpect¬ 
edly strong economic upturn, 
the deficit in Europe's top 
economy will amount to 
about 65 billion euros (81 bil¬ 
lion dollars) this year com¬ 
pared to a previous estimate 
of 80 billion euros. 

Next year, the deficit will 
be 57.5 billion euros, nearly 
20 billion less than feared, 
according to figures in the 
draft budget, obtained by 
AFP. 


"Overall, this is a timely 
chink of light with respect to 
fiscal woes," said Padhraic 
Garvey from ING bank. 

The draft budget bill, 
whichi will be discussed in 
cabinet today, said the lesson 
from the debt crisis in Greece 
was that countries must slash 
budgets to emerge from the 
crisis. 

Chancellor Angela 

Merkel's coalition govern¬ 
ment is aiming to cut at least 
80 billion euros from public 
spending by 2014, including 
more than 11 billion euros 
next year. 

It has also passed a "debt 
brake" law that binds Berlin 
to a balanced budget by 2016 
at the latest. 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The euro rose against the dol¬ 
lar yesterday as risk appetite 
returned to the market amid 
fears for the US economy, an¬ 
alysts said. 

The euro climbed to 1.2583 
dollars from 1.2538 dollars 
late in New York on Monday. 


Against the Japanese cur¬ 
rency, the dollar climbed to 
87.94 yen from 87.77 on Mon¬ 
day. 

The European single cur¬ 
rency is seen as a riskier in¬ 
vestment than the dollar, while 
the euribor is the euro-deno- 
minated interbank lending rate.

He told reporters 
that "Germany's 
miraculous swea¬ 
ter," as the daily 
Bild has dubbed it, 
might just have 
magic powers. 

"I am not really 
superstitious but 
deputy coach Han- 
si Flick and others 
basically forced me 
to put it back on — 
it gave us four goals at each of 
the matches," the dapper 
trainer said. "There's no way 
I'm changing my sweater, or 
even washing it." 

Despite sweltering temper¬ 
atures in much of Germany, 
shoppers cannot get enough of 
the 199-euro (250-dollar) 
sweater in "Jogi" blue. Those 
willing to sacrifice authenticity 
for comfort can purchase cot¬ 
ton or mixed-blend lookalikes, 
Strenesse said. 

Meanwhile desperate fans 
in Berlin were coveting the 
Jogi look. 

"I wanted one for my dad - 
- he would have been so 
happy," 26-year-old Anna Gru¬ 
ber said as she surveyed an 
empty shelf at Strenesse.

Hotels in France embrace the virtues 
of going green

PARIS, France (AFP) - 
Wood-burning stoves, in¬ 
room recycling, fine cuisine 
featuring local produce: from 
bed-and-breakfasts to five- 
star palaces, France's hotel 
industry is opening its eyes to 
the lucrative advantages of 
going green. 

"Our business involves a 
lot of water, electricity and 
rubbish, so our goal is to limit 
our impact on the environ¬ 
ment and considerably re¬ 
duce our carbon emissions," 
said Bernard Granier, director 
general of Concorde Hotels, 
which runs the opulent Le 
Crillon in Paris and the Hotel 
Martinez in Cannes. 

The chic Fouquet's Bar¬ 
riere, adjoining the epony¬ 
mous bistro on the Champs- 
Elysees, wants to cut its C02 


output by 20 per¬ 
cent by 2020 — 
and in the same 
spirit, it offers 
guests the use of a 
hybrid car or an 
electric scooter. 

At the stately 
Bristol, next door 
to the Elysee 
Palace, leftovers 
from its three-star 
restaurants and 
kitchens are put 
through an indus¬ 
trial-sized proces¬ 
sor that extracts 
water used to 
clean the floors. 

Outside the 
French capital, 
more modest es¬ 
tablishments are 
going beyond the 
usual norm of in¬ 
stalling energy-ef¬ 
ficient lightbulbs 
or asking guests to 
refrain from using 
too many bath towels. 

The Temmos group of five 
three- and four-star hotels in 
the French Alps is striving to 
have all its properties be¬ 
decked with European Eco¬ 
label and international Green 
Globe certification. 

For the WWF-World Wide 
Fund for Nature, every green 
initiative is "a good thing, so 
long as it is coherent and not 
just commercial," said Mo- 
hend Mahouche, a tourism 
specialist for the environmen¬ 
tal group. 

"Carbon ratings are good 
as tools for evaluation, but 
what you have to look at is 
the way in which they are 
used," added Julia Haake, di¬ 
rector for partnership with 
business at the WWF. 

"For instance, do they take 


into account how far the 
guests have travelled — espe¬ 
cially if 90 percent of them 
are foreigners coming from 
far away?" 

Olivier Petit of the global 
consulting firm Deloitte said 
sustainable development has 
become "an element of posi¬ 
tive discrimination" — some¬ 
thing of an optional extra that 
makes a business look better. 

"In five years, that will no 
longer be the case," he said. 
"On the contrary, to not adhere 
to sustainable development 
will be a negative factor." 

Having recognised how 
going green can be good for 
business, the Gites de France 
network of bed-and-break¬ 
fasts has doubled to around 
100 its number of certified 
"eco-gites" with such features 
as solar heating. 

More than 200 more are in 
the pipelin, Gites de France 
says. 

"The hotel industry has 
seen a real acceleration in this 
area over the past three 
years," said Philippe Fran¬ 
cois, chairman of Francois 
Tourisme, a consultancy that 
specialises in sustainable de¬ 
velopment for hotels and 
tourism. 

But much remains to be 
done, as many hoteliers think 
that big investments are 
needed in order to come 
across as virtuous vis-a-vis 
the environment — no small 
consideration in hard eco¬ 
nomic times. 

"In fact, 80 percent of 
what needs to be done costs 
nothing, because they involve 
changes in conduct and atti¬ 
tudes which alone can be 
profitable in financial, envi¬ 
ronmental, social and image 
terms," Francois said.

race for the yellow jersey, 
crashed out injured. 

Schleck crashed on one of 
the cobblestone sectors just as 
an acceleration from Paris-

and many others behind. 

Armstrong then punc¬ 
tured, and had to dig deep to

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'Unworthy 1 Maradona declines 
presidential Invite 



BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Diego Maradona and his Ar¬ 
gentinian World Cup squad de¬ 
clined an invitation by the 
country's president Cristina 
Kirchner to be received at the 
presidential palace becaused 
they deemed themselves un¬ 
worthy, the president revealed. 

The President - who suc¬ 
ceeded her husband Nestor as 
head of state in December 
2007 - also said that she had 
tried to speak to Maradona fol¬ 
lowing the 4-0 hammering by 
Germany in Saturday's quarter¬ 
final but the former playing 
great had been too upset to 
talk. 

"You know that this presi¬ 
dent shows her true colours to 
the people in the difficult mo¬ 
ments and not just the good 
ones," the 57-year-old told a 
rally in the northern suburb of 
San Miguel. 

"And I invited our squad to 
come to the Pink House (the 
presidential palace). 

"The players refused be¬ 
cause they felt they did not de¬ 
serve such an accolade but I 
believe they are wrong be¬ 
cause they all deserved it and I 
will wait for them. Yes, long 
live Argentina," she added. 

Kirchner, who was a sena¬ 


tor for 12 years before being 
elected to the presidency, told 
all Argentinians to be strong in 
such a moment of sadness 
which saw the two-time win¬ 
ners fail to reach the last four 
for the fifth successive finals. 

"On Saturday when Ger¬ 
many beat Argentina, Argen¬ 
tinians were very sad," she said. 

"But have patience (gather 
your strength) Maradona, the 
squad and the country, even if 


the sadness will last. 

"I called him (Maradona) 
after his press conference on 
Saturday but he was not able to 
talk because he was crying." 

However, like most Argen¬ 
tinians, some of whom gave 
the squad a warm welcome at 
the airport, she offered her un¬ 
qualified support to Maradona, 
who almost singlehandedly in¬ 
spired the Argentinians to 
World Cup glory in 1986 
where they beat West Germany 
and then to the final in 1990 
where the Germans avenged 
their defeat. 

"I offer my support because 
nobody has ever given as 
much pleasure on the pitch 
than Diego Armando 
Maradona gave us," she said. 

Her speech went down well 
with her audience who an¬ 
swered with joyous cries of: 
"Ole, ole, ole, ole, Diegoooo, 
Diegooooooo!". 

Maradona, who has serious 
financial worries owing the 
Italian taxman nearly 40mil- 
lion euros in unpaid taxes and 
interest accrued, hinted on his 
return to Argentina that he was 
going to step down. 


Germany’s Bastian Schweinsteiger: 

Spain are the best team 
in the world 


Spain are the favorites, 
says the 25 year old 
Germany midfielder Bastian 
Schweinsteiger admits that 
Spain will head into their semi¬ 
final encounter as favorites. 

The two European heavy¬ 
weights will clash in the sec¬ 
ond semi-final of the World 
Cup in Durban, South Africa 
this afternoon. The last time 
the two sides met in a compet¬ 
itive fixture was two years ago 
in the final of Euro 2008.

The 25-year- 
old has been quoted by PA as 
saying: "Losing a final always 
causes frustration and disap¬ 
pointment but Spain were def¬ 
initely the better team [in the 
Euro 2008 final].

"For me, Spain are the best 
team in the world. It will be 
tough just like it was against 
England and Argentina but I've 
a lot of faith in this team be¬ 
cause we've seen what we can 
do if we all pull together." 

The 25-year-old added: 
"Now we have fresh faces and 
different characters - an unen¬ 
cumbered state of mind. The 
younger players who have 
come in have gained experi¬ 
ence during this tournament. 

"Spain haven't changed that 
much. Sergio Busquets has re¬ 
placed Marcos Senna but oth¬ 
erwise they are pretty much 
the same team as two years 
ago."

CAPE TOWN (AFP) - The 
Netherlands stormed into 
their first World Cup final 
since 1978 on Tuesday, beat¬ 
ing Uruguay 3-2 to set up a 
title clash against either Ger¬ 
many or Spain. 

Two goals inside three 
second-half minutes, from 
Wesley Sneijder and Arjen

Robben, steered the Dutch 
into the decider and shattered 
South American hopes. 

Veteran Dutch captain 
Giovanni van Bronckhorst 
gave his side the lead on 18 
minutes with a stunning 35- 
yard strike before Diego For- 
lan produced an equally 
memorable goal four minutes 
before half-time to keep 
Uruguay alive. 

Maxi Pereira got one back 
for Uruguay in injury time 
but it was too little too late. 

The last time Holland 
made it this far was 32 years 
ago when they fell at the last 
hurdle to hosts Argentina 3-1 
after extra-time. 

Coach Bert van Marwijk 
will be desperate to avoid a 


similar fate in the final on 
Sunday as the Dutch bid to 
lift the World Cup for the first 
time in their history. 

Despite losing, Uruguay 
did their small nation proud 
with coach Oscar Tabarez 
guiding them to their first 
semi-final in 40 years. 

It was a massive achieve¬ 
ment for a country with a popu¬ 
lation of just 3.4 million, and 
they must now put their disap¬ 
pointment behind them for a 
third-place play-off on Saturday. 

The Netherlands came 
into the match as overwhelm¬ 
ing favourites after winning 
all their games in South 
Africa to go with the eight 
wins out of eight notched up 
in qualifying.
